The present plans 
call for putting in the pool at an expense of a little 
over $12,000 but no arrangements have been made for 
proper sanitation. He states that the original plans 
called for a chlorine plant to properly treat the water, 
but this part of the work was dropped when the con- 
tract was let. "We absolutely will not allow a pool 
to be put in the park unless arrangements are made to 
install a sanitation plant," said Mr. Wilford. "If 
the council will provide the money, we have no ob- 
jection, but the present plans are not satisfactory." 


No Provision for Other Expense 


George H. Ely, of the park board, also called at- 


tention to the fact that the contract did not call for 
water connections that would cost about $1,000, and 
also that no plans have been made for the erection of 
a bath house, whieit will eogt money;-* ." WeTO^J 
ed with funds of the park board, and have" not t e " 
money to spend for these improvements, as we have 
a regular budget to pay for the park warden, and oth- 


' er legitimate expenses. The council should provide 
for these necessary things, as well as for the proper 
sanitation of the pool," he said.

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STRAW VOTES 


Straw rotes are increasing in popularity every 


day. 
Newspapers, transatlantic liners, etc., etc.. are 


having them, and soon schools and eolleges will hold 
their straw votes. Yesterday a man came in to see us 
who is gathering up straw ballots on the presidential 
nominees for one of the large city dailies. We talked 
with him a little bit and found that he was selecting 
the people to whom he gave ballots. He was making 
a rough selection, however, but he informed us that 
he was not going over to pass out ballots in a shop 
where the organized workers were known to favor 
Robert M. LaFollette. It suggested to mind that many 
straw votes are not truly indicative of the sentiment 
of the people. 


In order tHat a straw vote should really express 


the opinion of the people it should represent a cross 
section of the people. No one class should predomin- 
ate any more than they do at the regular election. In 
other words, the voters of different occupations and 
thought should vote at the straw vote in the same 
proportion as they do in the regular election. Bearing 
this in mind, one easily understands that most straw 
.votes should receive no publicity because they are 
not what they pretend to be, that is they are not a 
true gauge of the desires of the people. 


The group of people with something material to 


gain will usually be the ones who will take part in a 
straw vote. For example, the ballot on the Volstead 
law conducted by the Literary Digest some time ago. 
The "dry" people were more or less indifferent to the 
vote because they realized that the Volstead law was 
on the statute books and so they did not exert them- 
selves to send a ballot to the Digest. The wet people, 
however were all out for a change, for a modification. 
It was decidedly to their interest to make it appear 
that public opinion was opposed to the Volstead law. 
It is not so much the size of the straw vote that 
counts as it is the fact that it is representative of the 
people. For this reason, a straw vote which included 
a statement of the occupation of the people voting as 
well as their church and club affiliations, if any, would 
be more helpful than any other kind of a preliminary 
voting. By maneuvering, the straw vote people 
sometimes bring out favorable to one candidate or an- 
other, or one issue or another. This is extremely in- 
sidious propaganda because many people, seeing a 
straw vote go a particular way, are sure to think that 
a certain man is the winner and thousnds want to vote 
on the side with the winner.

All that is needed to make the

merely an electric exhaust fan in 
the kitchen. 


Better working conditions will 


be made possible for the cook, 
owing to improved ventilation and 
because the kitchen is kept cool. 
This also insures the preventing of 
the balance of the house from be- 


Lighting the table predominantly 


tnay be done in various ways. Cer- 
tain types of ceiling fixtures, those 
•which give direct light, and candle- 
lamps or even portable lamps on 
the table may be employed satis- 
factorily. Well-shaded candle-lamps 
on the table may be very attractive 
and effective. Howe\ er, they must 
be short, in order that the %iew of 
the diners Is not obstructed. Too 
often they are a. 'source of gK>re 
"When candle-lamps are used on the 
buffet as decorative units, they 
ghould be heavily shaded and should 
contain very small lamps, so that 
they are not bright enough to over- 
balance the primary lighting effect. 
Wall brackets should perform the 
Same service as candle-lamps if 
used in the dining room. 


A portable table lamp will give 


the desired lighting effect. How- 
ever, owing to the fact that the 
pedestal is apt to obstruct the view 
of the diners, it does not qualify ii 
usefulness here to the extent that 
it does In other rooms. 


A central ceiling fixture of tin 


proper construction is the best solu ! 
tlon oi the dining room lighting | 
problem. The shower, consisting 01, 
a group of pendent shades, is on> 
of the most satisfactory fixtures fo- 
lighting the dining table amoni. 
those which have been widely in- 
stalled, provided the shades are o- 
proper shape and are hung lov." 
enough. The shades should not be 
more than three feet above the 
table, their lower aperture shoul<" 
be small, and they should be deep 
and of dense glass or other mute- 
rial. 
Usually frosted lamps are 


more satisfactory than clear ones 
The downward light from these 
dense shades is much more power- 
ful than the diffused light and 
therefore the table is dominantly 
illuminated. 
A shower, which is 


quite satisfactory when hung low 
is usually very unsatisfactory when 
hung high. 


The old-fashioned dome gave a 


very good lighting effect but it was 
often so shallow that, when nuns: 
low enough to conceal the light 
source it obstructed the view of the 
diners. Modern domes have recent 
ly come into use but these are con- 
structed to overcome the shortcom- 
ings in the old ones. 
They are 


smaller in circumference, but deep- 
er, and with the greater luminous 
Intensity of modern lamps, it is pos- 
sible to place the light source high 
in the- dome and thus it is shielded 
from the eyes. These domes may 
be of diffusing glassware of a warm 
tint or of parchment or textiles so 
that the light which emerges from 
the sides of the dome is satisfac- 
tory and sufficient for the general 
lighting. 
This fixture should be 


nung low. 
Generally it is best to 


have its lowest point about two feet 
ibove the top of the table, but in 
my case the diners should be able 
:o look across the table without see- 
Ing the light source. The proper 
aanging height depends upon the 
size of the dome and the position 
>f the light source and it can be 
letermined readily by experiment.

Convenience outlets should not be

Another should he near th° 
buffet for connecting ornamental 
portables and appliances 
Th's 


outlet may be duplex and is u<?vallv 
more convenient if it is at a height 
of three feet above the floor. Other 
convenience outlets mav be desired 
according to the furnishing and 
requirements.

In the kitchen and basement the 


artificial lighting problem is entire- 
ly utilitarian. 
The chief problem 


.s that of equipping these places 
with fixtures, which are f de- 
iigned, located, and equipped with 
>roper lamps as to give the proper 
distribution and amount of light 
'ndustc-al and commercial places 
ire Yec "gnizing the value of ade- 
quate 
r ad proper lighting. 
Why 


should we not Illuminate the work- 
hops of the home satisfactorily? 
Why should the housewife be handi- 
:apped by "antiquated lighting con- 
ditions? 


A common error in the kitchen is 


o suspend a combination gas-and- 
electric fixture from the center of 
he ceiling. Owing to the gas burn- 
er, this must extend considerably 
below the ceiling and is often in 
he way. 
Besides, this low posl- 


lon of the light sources reduces 
heir 
effectiveness, 
because 
the 


vorker is usually working in her 
own shadow. 
The ceiling-fixture 


should be hung close to the celling, 
;o that such shadows on the work 
will be avoided. 
The best type of 


Ixture for this room is one of dif- 
fusing glassware which is entirely 
inclosed. To obtain the desired in- 
ensity this should be equipped 
with either a 100-watt clear lamp 
or a 150-watt daylight lamp. An- 
other fairly satisfactory fixture is 
he open glass reflector hung at the 
ceiling, and this should be equipped 
with a diffusing or bow-enameled 
amp. 
Wall-brackets should be in- 


stalled over the important places, 
such &s the stove, work-table and

Before the days of the modern

perhaps in a museum. They are 
almost priceless.

brought with them, and used by 
them nnd succeeding generations, 
especially during the Colonial days 
when it was exceedingly popular 
It made merry and pleasant the 
frolics of our Colonial ancestors.

The lines 
of the spinet are ideally suited for 
the safekeeping of valuable papers 
and comfortable for the writer's 
use. They are now made In beau 
tlful woods, and different styles 
faithful reproductions of antiques 
and they furnish a note of charm to 
any room of the home. There is no 
other style of desk so artistic nnd 
so clever of design as the spinel 
desk, the modern Interpretation of 
the old musical spinet of our fore- 
fathers.

If the work-places In the 


Itchen have been laid out before- 


hand with an Idea of saving "mile- 
age," It is easy to locate the out- 
ets for the secondary fixtures. 


Convenience outlets should not 


)e overlooked In the kitchen. Two 
or three, at least one of which is 
duplex, can be utilized very easily. 
One, preferably the duplex one, 
should be near the kitchen table. It 
will be found that it is most con- 
venient to have this one in the wall 
and about three feet above the 
door. If there is an Ironing-board 
in this room, an outlet should be 
provided for the iron. The increas- 
ing use of electric appliances such 
as the dishwasher also emphasizes 
the need for properly located con 
venience outlets. 


The basement of the house is 


often much neglected from 
the 


standpoint of artificial light. Usual- 
ly a light-source In the center of 
the basement near the heating 
plant is considered sufficient. A 
number of ceiling outlets in the 
basement is really needed and will 
be appreciated. One near the foot 
of the stairs or on the stairway as- 
sures safety In ascending and de- 
scending. A light-source above one 
end of the laundry trays Is very de- 
sirable and a 100-watt or a 150 
watt 
daylight 
lamp 
encourages 


good laundry work. Outlets in the 
fuel-bins, toilet and fruit-closet are 
desirable and Indicating switches at 
the entrances of these rooms are 
convenient. 


Glass or metal reflectors equipped 


with diffusing lamps of about 50 
watt are satisfactory for most of 
the fixtures In the basement. How 
ever, the one over the laundry tray 
should have a little more attention 
A fixture of enclosing, diffusing 
glassware, similar to the one rec 
ommended for the kitchen anc 
equipped with 150-watt dayligh 
lamp is very satisfactory. 
Thi: 


should be placed over the lefthand 
tub and close to the ceiling. Anoth 
er fixture which is satisfactory here 
Is 
a 
porcelain-enameled, 
dome- 


shaped steel reflector equipped with 
the same size lamp. Next to th 
kitchen, the laundry is the mos 
Important workshop of the horn 
and for this reason the lighting 
should be In no way neglectec 
there.

room is very satisfactorily accom 
plisned by two brackets-r-one on 
each side of the mirror.

HOW TO LIGHT THE BED- 


ROOM EFFICIENTLY

The lighting problems In th"» 


bedroom are both utilitarian am 
sthetlc. 
As in other rooms w« 


must analyze the room and its ao 
:ivities before we are able to da 
sign the lighting In the best man- 
ner. First the best arrangement oi 
Jurniture must be determined. Ii 
:he case of new houses this should 
have been done before the window! 
were finally located. However, ID 


average bedroom there is usual- 


y only one good arrangement of f up 
niture. After we have determined 
:he placing of the furniture it IE 
;asy to designate the positions ol 
:he lighting units, if certain funda- 
mental principles are 
recognized 


and understood. 


The lighting at the mirror on th« 


dresser or dressing-table is the first 
and most important problem in the 
bedroom. To adequately and satis- 
factorily Illuminate a person before 


mirror, a light-source should be 


provided at each side of the mirror 
and at a height slightly above the 
person's face. 
This lighting elimi- 


nates shadow annoyances. 
Wall- 


brackets, brackets attached to the 
dresser, or two portable lamps ol 
:fce proper height may provide this 
ighting. 


In the case of the dresser, the 


wall-bracket 
outlets 
should 
bo 


about 66 inches above the floor, and 
a distance of five feet between the 
jrackets is desirable, even though 
the dresser may be less than this in 
width. 
This distance tends to re- 


duce the glare, but if the shades are 
dense, oculaj- discomfort is seldom1 
•xperienced In the bedrooms, be- 
cause the ceiling and wall-coverings 
are usually of light tints. The glare 
cf a lighting unit increases as the 
brightness of the background de- 
creases. A duplei convenience out- 
.et should be provided for smaller 
dresser lamps or for brackets ii 
they are mounted on the dresser. 


The 
dressing-table 
should 
be 


treated in the same manner as the 
dresser, but inasmuch as the user 
Is usually seated the brackets may 
be lower. Here also convenience 
outlets should be provided for port- 
ables. It is also well to provide a 
convenience outlet In the bedroom, 
near either the dresser or the 
dressing-table, and about three feet 
above the floor. This will provide 
a connection for electrical appli- 
ances. 


Near the head of the bed, or be- 


tween the beds in the case of twin- 
beds, there should be a duplex con- 
venience outlet. A portable table 
or floor lamp, or a bracket at- 
tached co the bed Is both decorative 
and useful in the bedroom. Thif 
outlet may also be utilized for 
various appliances useful in the 
bedroom. 


The room may be wired for a 


central ceiling outlet, but a fixture 
at this point does not provide prop- 
er lighting for important places 
such as the dresser and dressing- 
table. 
A celling fixture, if used, 


should be depended upon only for 
general lighting of moderate In- 
tensity, excepting In very small 
rooms. 
A tinted inverted bowl, 


with possibly an appropriate hand- 
painted design, Is a desirable unit 
for this purpose. 
Another unit 


which may be equipped with a dec- 
orative shade harmonizing with the 
draperies or wall-coverings is one 
employing textile shades. 


The clothes closets should b( 


wired for a pendant lamp. 
Such 


lighting will be welcomed often anc 
will pay for itself many times 
Usually a pull-chain socket Is sat- 
isfactory. 


Portable lamps for the dressei 


(at which a person stands) shoulc 
be tall 
and 
sleader—about 24 


inches in height—in order to illumi- 
nate the face properly. 
Such port- 


ables for the dressing-table 
(al 


which a person is usually seated) 
should be about 14 inches In height 
Portable lamps are useful in the 
bedrooms and they may be very 
decorative. There are many light- 
ing novelties in the form of port- 
ables which are appropriate for the 
bedroom. A dim light Is often de- 
sired and certain decorative night- 
lights are available for this pur 
pose. Such units placed under the 
bed are particularly useful in the 
nursery or sickroom and in those 
other cases where a low intensity 
of illumination is desired from a 
concealed or well-shaded source-
